“Filled With the Holy Spirit 


“It is difficult to give an ac- 
curate account of the next out- 
standing crisis in Mr. Moody’s life. 
We are face to face with divine 
mystery, but yet reality. Mr. 
Moody toid the story of it several 
times during the seven years I was 
with him, but never io ciose de- 
tail, and I think his worus were 
never reported in full. He regarded 
it as aimost too solemn to taik 
about in public, but sometimes 
when he was speaking oft God the 
Holy Spirit, he wouid testify to 
his own overpowering experience. 

“Let us begin in Chicago in the 
1860's, after a church was organ- 
ized out of his Sunday School con- 
vertts and their families. Iilincis 
Street Church was the scene of 
continuous revival activity, with 
Mr. Moody as its moving spirit, 
and frequently the preacher. 

“Two faithful and devout women 
used to attend his meetings and sit 
on the front seat. He could see 
by the expression on their faces 
that they were praying, and at 
the close of the service they wouid 
tell him they were praying for 
him. They sensed something lack- 
ing. 

“Praying for him! Why? What 
for? Wasn't he full of zeal and 
activity for God? Why didn’t they 
pray for the people? 

“*"We are praying for you that 
you may receive the POWER.’ 

“*Haven’t I got the power?’ 

“*No, we are praying for you 
because you need the power of the 
Holy Spirit.’ 

“"T need the power! Why,’ said 
Mr. Moody, speaking of it in after 
years, I thought I had power. 
I had the largest congregations 
in Chicago, and there were many 
conversions. I was in a sense satis- 
fied. But right along those godly 
women kept praying for me, and 
their earnest talk about ancint- 
ing for special service set me to 
thinking. I asked them to come 
and talk with me, and we got down 
on our knees. They poured out 
their hearts that I might receive 
the filling of the Holy Spirit. There 
came a great hunger into my soul. 
I did not know what it was. I 
began to cry as I never did before. 
The hunger increased. I really felt 
that I did not want to live any 


longer if I could not have this pow-., 


er for service.’ 

“Chicago was laid in ashes while 
he was in this mental and spiritual 
condition. The Great Fire com- 
menced on October 8, 1871, and 
swept out of existence the whole 
north section of the city where he 
lived and worked. His church was 
burnt and his flock scattered, 

“Under these circumstances he 
left for the East to raise money 
for relief and the wherewithal to 
build a new church. 

“Mr. Douglas Russell, an Eng- 
lish evangelist, supplies a link here. 
He says he was holding meetings 
in New York early in 1872 when 
he heard that Mr. Moody was at 
work in Brooklyn, Having met and 
worked with Mr. Moody previous- 
ly, he crossed to Brooklyn and at-

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GOD’S ABOUNDING LOVE 


(Sermon by T. Myron Webb — Stenographically Reported 


Before we read our text tonight, 
I want to say that it is an old, 
old text; perhaps the most used 
text of the entire Bible. It has 
frequently been called, “the Bible 
in a nut-shell.” Certainly no other 
portion of Scripture so adequate- 
ly covers the Bible from cover to 
cover. No other single text so com- 
pletely covers God’s motive and 
purpose of salvation. Therefore 
we will use for our subject, John 
3:16. 

“For God so loved the world that 
he gave his only begotten son, that 
whosoever believeth in him might 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). 

In the evangelistic field there is 
a great necessity for preaching 
upon the various phases of eternal 
truth as revealed in the sacred 
Word. sharp, indicting preaching 
is often required. Often God re- 
quires His servant to pull back 
the curtain and show off His ter- 
rible judgments upon the ungodly. 
Again, of necessity, the preacher is 
moved upon by God to denounce 
sin in such a scathing manner, that 
many of his congregauon will 
wonder if God is anything but a 
tyrant. 

I wonder how many of you have 
considercd what God is like? Il 
wonder how often you have pon- 
dered over His personality and 
character? When a boy, I often 
wondered about God. From listen- 
ing to various sermons, I drew 
from them the idea that Gou was

a God of wrath, one who was nev- 
er satisfied. I rather imagined that 
He was a tyrant that ruled with 
merciless power. Then, too, I con- 
cluded that He was entirely with- 
out compassion for us weak human 
beings. I often thought of Him as 
watching with an all-seeing eye for 
some flaw in me for which He 
might inflict some dire punishment, 
After I was saved and grew in 
the grace and knowledge of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, | was amazed 
and filled with wonder when I 
found the truth. I was almost as- 
tounded when it burst in revelation 
upon my heart. 


Now I want to thank Him for 
His matchless grace, His everlast- 
ing mercy, and His abounding 
love. God is a God cf judgment. 
Yes! He is a God of wrath. Yes! 
But that wrath and judgment only 
falls after His great love and

sinners to repentance. It is the 
goodness and mercy of God that 
leads sinners to repentance. When 
God’s Holy Spirit first revealed the 
love of God to me, my heart was 
broken; broken because I had re- 
jected such matchless grace 
throughout many years. 

During’ the past few nights 1 
have preached upon prophecy, 
judgment and repentance. With ail 
that is given me tonight, 1 want 
to set forth a Scriptural picturiza- 
tion of the love of God. 

In this task I feel woefully in- 
adequate. Orators whose words 
fly like golden arrows have been 
unable to describe it. Artistes 
whose brushes hold cargoes ot 
beauty Fave been unable to por- 
tray it on canvass. Writers whose 
words drip from their pen hke 
dewdrops from a lily stem have 
been unable to write God’s love. 
It is nondescript, for the simple 
reason that we carnal beings are 
too finite and too short cf vision 
to see it. We are too carnal with- 
in ourselves to understand the all- 
consuming, overshadowing love of 
God. We cannot understand how 
the Holy One could love a sin- 
blotched, sin-stained, besmirched 
child of perdition.

The Reason of God's Love 


Before we can understand the 
extent of God’s love, we musi first 
discover the reasdn of God’s love.

The-world! — you and me, 
and all those who inhabit the 
globe. God is infinitely a God ot 
love. God created man in His own 
-image (Spiritual likeness), that 
He might lavish that love upon 
him. Some inkling of the love o1 
God might be understcod if we 
were to consider for a moment, the 
beauty that God has prepared for 
man, 

The doors of Eden closed when 
sin entered in. No spot remains 
upon this earth that would com- 
pare with the beauty there. But 
as we look at the azure arch of the 
blue sky, as we see the flaming 
rays of the stinset or the golden 
beams of the sunrise, we are filied 
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with awe at some of the beaucics 
of God. The white bosom or tte 
lily, the blushing cheek or tne rose 
aS well as the goiden wing or the 
butterfly, are but minute xgiunpses 
of tme beauties that once advurnea 
iiden. A mother’s love is great 
and imperishabie; the iove oi mau 
and wife is beautiful to veo; 
the love of a tather [for sou is» 
something that thriiis the soul. Au 
Of earth's affections are but snai- 
low rivulets in comparison to Luc 
deep ocean of God's iove. Beioveu, 
if you want to know the reasou 
of God’s love, go iook in the mir- 
ror. ‘lihere is your answer. Goa 
loves you. God ioves me. God loves 
the world, 


How Much Does God Love? 


Another question might be askea. 
What is the exteat ot God’s love? 
Why, God bless you, it incorporates 
every being upon this whole giove: 
“For God so loved the world.” 
God’s love incluaes every Eskimo 
in the frozen wastes of the arctic 
circle; it includes every savage, 
flesh-eating cannibal in the tropics; 
it includes the white man, the 
black man, the yellow man, the 
Jew and the Gentile; the oriental 
and occidental. It reaches behind 
every prison bar into every insti- 
tution of penal servitude. it 
reaches into the slums where men 
and women live in filth so vile that 
it would nauseate even the most 
hardened case worker. It reaches 
into the red light district where 
men’s and women’s bodies have 
been ravaged by social prostitution. 
It reaches into the pit of sin where 
mankind has fallen lower than 
beasts. It reaches into the death 
cell where hardened criminals 
await their doom. God’s love, like 
His plan and purpose, is not a re- 
specter of persons. It reaches in- 
to the icy huts of Greenland’s 
mountains; it flows into the orient,

For God So Loved That He Gave 


We often wonder, “How muca 
did God love?” ‘Ine text answei»s 
this question: "FUR GUD SU 
LOUVwD THAT HE GAVE. 
is the measurement O1 ail love. 
You can tell the extent of iove 
by the gift of the giver. When a 
man loves a woman ne stauas ve- 
fore the preacher and soiemiy 
swears in the presence cf God anu 
tne angels, “1 thee with ail my 
worldiy goods endow.” Why? be- 
cause he loves her. He loves her 
so much that he considers ali his 
possessions too little to give to 
ner in return for her asmection. 
When a young man fails in love, 
he promptiy buys an engagement 
ring. It he really loves ner, he 
buys the most costly his purse will 
attord. He wouldn't think of go- 
ing to the dime store tor a ring 
lo express his love. Again I Say 
that GIVING IS ‘THE rrvuvur wv. 
LOVE. ‘That is the reason why a 
preacher knows who in his flock 
realiy loves God. 1 haven't any con- 
fidence in you old backsudden 
devils who go around singing, “On 
How I Love Jesus,” and when tne 
collection plate passes, you turn to 
marble and put a padiock on your 
pocketbook. You don’t love the 
Lord. If you did you wouldn't in- 
sult Him with a nickel when you 
owe Him hundreds of dollars. Some 
of you old hypocrites might try 
the same ratio of expressing your 
love to your wife. Go down and 
buy her a ninety-eight cent dress 
when you are wearing a fifty dol- 
lar suit. Go buy her a ham sand- 
wich for dinner while you eat a 
porterhouse steak. Let the public 
look on, and see if they will be- 
lieve in your affection (Voices, 
Amen). 

God loved and God gave. That 
is how God expressed His love. 
Yes, and more than that. It would 
be easy for you and me to give to 
some worthy person, but God gave 
to the unworthy. Perhaps th 
Scripture will illuminate your 
hearts. 

“But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for wus’ 
(Rom, 5:8). 

God loved us “while we were yet 
sinners.” While we were yet vile 
and unclean, God’s abounding love 
overshadowed us, God’s abundant 
mercy enveloped us in the foru: 
Jesus Christ. Oh, it is easy to love 
and admire a righteous person. it 
is easy for us to love some beauti- 
ful young virgin with the flower 
of purity blossoming on her cheek. 
It is easy to love some handsome 
young Absalom whose strength 
and health radiates from his 
countenance. BUT GOD DID NOT 
LOVE US FOR OUR wruRITx. 
God expressed His love toward 
man WHILE WE WERE YET 
SINNERS, while the -human heart 
was filled with iniquity, while it 
was yet desperately wicked, while 
every imagination was only evil 
continually before Him. God loved 
us. God was moved e compassicn 
while the heart of ii was the 
habitation of every foul, hatefu 
and unclean spirit. God’s heart \.a 
filled with an everlasting love. 


For God So Loved That He Gave 
His Son 


“For Christ hath once suffered 
for 
that he might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened in the Spirit” (I 
Pet. 3:18).

He was giad for 
me to announce it so I stood on a 
bench and stilled the crowd and 
had men to come and shake his 
hand. 


About that time a young man six 
feet tall was converted and work- 
ers called to tell me. He came 
quickly to shake my hand and 
wanted to join the church for bap- 
tism. The crowd was stcppea 
again. They quickly voted to re- 
ceive him. Then the first man 
saved told me he wanted to join the 
church and be baptized, too. He 
was received. His wife asked i. 
membership, coming from anotner 
Baptist church and she was re- 
ceived. We were glad for her to 
come with her husband. 


Another young man had held his 
hand for prayer during the service 
and stood afterward, deeply con- 
cerned. He told tne workers that 
he would like to see me alcne, 
and when we had stepped to one 
side he put his hand upon my 
shoulder and sobbed and said, 
“Brother Rice, I am so burdened 1 
don't know what to do. I would 
like to be saved but I am afraid 
I have been so mean God won't 
have me!” I assured him that Je- 
sus Christ died to save sinners, 
not good people, and thpugh his 
sins were as scarlet they would be 
as white as snow.

HOW MOODY WAS FILLED 
WITH THE HOLY SPIRIT

tended a Bible reading when the 
subject happened to be “The Holy 
Spirit: His Person, Offices and 
Work.’ Asked by Mr. Moody to 
speak, Mr. Russell made some re- 
marks on Galatians 4, saying at 
one point that all believers have 
the Spirit of sonship, though all 
believers do not have the spirit 
of power for service. Every - be- 
liever is a child of God, being born 
of the Holy Spirit, but not every 
believer has received the filling of 
the Holy Spirit for service. 

“*At this point Mr. Moody, 
standing by my side, struck the 
desk with his fist and exclaimed 
with vehemence: 


“*«T never saw that before! 
Been troubled about that for years: 
Never saw it before.’’’ 


“I can visualize that episode: 
Mr. Moody listening eagerly to Mr. 
Russell, catching his point, clinch- 
ing it imstanter in his own ex- 
perience in that expressive way. 


“Mr. Russell says it was the fol- 
lowing day, in the streets of New 
York, that Mr. Moody became con- 
scious of a power coming upon 
him and fiooding his whoie being 
with an overwieiming sense of the 
love of God in Christ. It was God 
the Holy Spirit! 


“Mr. Moody once said that dur- 
ing that trip East the hunger for 
spiritual power was ever upon him. 
The Chicago Fire did not dismiss 
or displace his yearning. 


“*My heart was not in the work 
of begging. I could not appeal. 1 
was crying all the time that Gcad 
would fill me with His Spirit. 
Well, one day in the city of New 
York — ah, what a day!—HTI can- 
not describe it, I seldom refer to 
it, it is almost too sacred,an ex- 
perience to name. Paul had an ex- 
perience of which he never spoke 
for fourteen years. I can only say 
God revealed Himself to me, and 
I had such an experience of His 
love that I had to ask Him to stay 
His hand. I went to preaching 
again. The sermons were not dir- 
ferent, I did not present any new 
truths, and yet hundreds were con- 
verted. I would not now be placed 


back where I was before that 


blessed experience if you should 
give me all the world. It would be 
as the small dust of the balance.’ 


“Unquestionably something su - 
pernatural happened that day an- 
alogous to the marvels of the Day 
of Pentecost for the aposties and 
others, as stated in Acts 2. It was 
a pivotal experience that explains 
the remarkable change that began 
and matured in Mr. Moody. His 
personal character gained an ele- 
vation that he never lost. The bi- 
ble became a new book to him 
under the revealing light of God, 
establishing his convictions and 
giving him that vivid realization 
of things divine. As with Paul, 
God revealed His Son in Mr. Moody 
that he might preach Him among 
nations. The great British cam- 
paign followed the next year. His 
singular power in preaching, which 
baffled both friendly and hostile 
critics on the merely human level, 
kept its high plane to his dying 
day. But he used to say: ‘We are 
leaky vessels, and must take pains 
to have grace replenished daily.’ 


“It was my privilege to know 
Mr. Moody intimately, and I see 
in his Pentecost adequate. explana- 
tion of his Christ-like character 
and power. The seven years I was 
with him I never saw him do an 
ignoble deed, never heard him 
speak a mean or unkind word, nev- 
er perceived in him selfish am- 
bition or self-seeking. 


“I have heard of an address he 
gave at the College Student Con- 
ference at Northfield in 1893 when 
he divided his life into three defi- 
nite preiods: a period of nature 
(before conversion), a period of 
grace (after conversion), and a 
period of POWER (after his fill- 
ing with God the Holy Spirit). 


“Of course, Mr. Mocdy was not 
unique in this Pentecostal experi- 
ence. Many others can testify to 
the same blessed fact, each in his 
or her own definite way, even 
though they were not lifted to the 
eminence and usefulness that Mr. 


‘| Mocdy attained under God. An 


individual Pentecost is the prerog- 
ative of every believer.”

Talk about mou 
ern miracies—-the greatest miracie 
of all times is the regenerated tiie 
of a sinner. Were we to Call tne 
roll of the ages, we would sve 
some of the results of God's lov« 

Behold Peter, the smelly, curs- 
ing, vile fisherman! His whole be- 
ing reeked of human fiit«iness. 
His mouth was unclean. His heart 
was desperately wicked — rejected 
by the better class of society. No 
doubt he dwelt in a home that was 
little more than a hovel. No self- 
respecting Pharisee would have 
considered him good company. 


But the love of God came into 
his heart—-the power of God 
changed his life. The mercy of 
God enveloped him and he became 
a great evangelist. His first ser- 
mon was blessed of God with three 
thousand souls. His hands were 
cleansed in the fountain filled with 
blood, and God reached down with 
His holy hand and moved Peter's 
to write two great epistles ( Voices, 
Amen). .

Saul of Tarsus, 
the bloody-handed murderer, the 
arch-enemy of the church of the 
living God, the conspirator who 
brought the indictment against the 
saintly Stephen. Paul, whose heart 
was so black, and whose sense of 
love was so warped, he could look 
on while the body of an innocent 
man was being broken with stones. 
What does Paul say? Whwv 
SHALL SEPARATE US FROM 
THE LOVE OF GOD? Shall prin- 
Cipalities and power? Shall naked- 
ness and peril and sword? Shall 
the angels in heaven or the de- 
mons of hell? Shall things present 
or things to come? No! Paul says. 
“NAY, IN ALL THESE THINGS 
WE ARE MORE THAN CON- 
QUERORS, THROUGH HIM 
THAT LOVED US” (Voices, 
Amen). | 

What does that mean, beloved? 
It means that even Loough all the 
Angels of heaven should rise in 
rebellion and declare war on our 
souls, WE ARE MORE THAN 
CONQUERORS. It means that 
though hell should be opened and 
out of its maw every foul spirit 
and demon of all ages should rise 
up against us, we would be MOREE 
THAN CONQUERORS. Not in our 
feeble strength, not with our in- 
adequate weapons, not through our 
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wisdom — BUT THROUGH HIM 
WHO LOVED US” (Voices, 
Amen). 

Do you want to know the 
height and depth and the length 
and breadth of God’s love? If so, 
roll back the pages of time and 
stand with Him on Goilgotha’s 
brow, There, suspended between 
the Heavens and the earth, Jesus, 
the Son of God, is substituting 
Himself for you. “He who knew 
no sin, was made to be sin for us, 
that we might be made the right- 
eousness Of God, in him.’ Go and 
write on the top of the cross, ‘““The 
height of God’s love.” Stoop down 
beneath the nail-pierced feet that 
never touched nor walked in sin 
and write, “The depth of God’s 
love.” Then walk around to the 
left of the cross, the side where the 
heart of God beats,/the heart that 
loved you and me, the heart that 
bore our griefs and sorrows, the 
heart that wept over the lost con- 
dition of sinners, and at the finger- 
tips of that bruised and bleeding 
hand, write, “The length of God's 
love” (Voices, God help us!). And 


then walk around to the opposite | 


side —the right hand —the ev: 

lasting hand, the hand that cradled 
the universe, the hand that was 
dipped into the sea of eternity to 


form the worlds, the hand that 


blessed little childen, the hand that 
lifted up the fallen, the hand that 
touched blind eyes, the hand .uat 
unstopped deaf ears, the hand that 
lifted up the woman taken in adul- 
tery, the hand that rebuked the 
winds and the waves, the hand that 
kept the unbelieving Peter from 
sinking beneath the waves. (Go 
there and write the “breadth of 
God’s love (Voices, Amen!). 

And that love was for you and 
me. That love is for you and me. 
The Cross exemplified the love of 
God. All of God’s pardoning mercy 
was invested in the Cross. All of 
God’s love toward man appeared 
in the Cross. The condemnation 
of God that was borne by Christ, 
was ours; the judgment of Gcd 
upon sin was ours. The shame ot 
the Cross should have been ours. 
The sufferings of the Cross were 
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rightfully ours. BUT GOD LUVED 
AND GOD GAVE HIS SON. On, 
how I love our text. God loved 
and God gave. We believe and we 
have (Voices, Amen). Have what? 
We have everlasting life when we 
deserve death. We have peace 
when we deserve trouble. We have 
joy when we should have sorrow. 
We have righteousness when we 
should have unrighteousness. We 
have forgiveness of sins when we 
should have condemnation. 

“For we ourselves diso were 
sometimes foolish, disobedient, de- 
ceived, serving divers lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice a 
envy, hateful; and hating one an- 
other; BUT AFTER THIS THE 
KINDNESS AND LOVE OF GOD 
OUR SAVIOUR TOWARD MAN 
APPEARED ...WHICH HE 
SHED ON US ABUNDANTLY 
THROUGH JESUS CHRIST OUR 
SAVIOUR” (Titus 3:3-7).
